pnrposes  of  this  corjKjration.  The  incorjmrators  and  nuMnhcrs  of  the 
Association  are  not  to  have  any  caj)ital  stock  or  U)  declare  any  dividends, 
as  this  Corporation  is  not  organized  for  pecnniary  or  personal  gain  or 
benefits.  And  the  incorporators  of  this  Association,  heinj^  distin)^uished 
soldiers  and  citizens  from  all  sections  of  the  I'nicin,  who  have  joined  in 
the  great  work,  which  is  the  object  of  this  charter,  from  njotives  of  the 
highest  patriotism,  it  is  expressly  declared  that  they,  in  accepting  at 
incorporators  lierein,  and  those  who  may  hereafter  be  associated  with 
them,  they  and  their  successors  shall  in  no  wise  be  personally  liable  by 
reason  of  being  incori)orators  or  members  of  this  Association.  The  chief 
office  and  place  of  business  of  this  Corporation  and  the  place  of  liolding 
its  meetings,  shall  be  in  Fredericksburg,  Virginia. 

2.  That  the  object  of  this  Association  is  to  mark  ami  preserve  the 
battlefields  of  Fredericksburg,  Chancellorsviile,  the  Wilderness,  and 
Spotsylvania  Court  House,  and  adjacent  battle  grounds,  on  which  were 
fought  those  great  battles  of  1862,  1863  and  1864,  together  with  the 
natural  and  artificial  features  as  far  as  possible,  as  they  were  at  the 
times  of  said  battles,  by  such  memorial  stones,  tablets,  or  monuments 
as  the  generous  people  of  the  United  Slates  or  the  government  of  the 
I'nited  States  may  see  fit  to  erect  to  commemorate  the  valor  displayed 
by  the  American  soldiery  on  those  bloody  fields  ;  and  it  may  take  such 
steps  as  it  deem  projjcr  to  in<luce  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to 
do  all  necessary  work  ajjpcrtainiug  thereto. 

3.  That  the  particular  business  for  which  this  charter  is  granted  is 
to  acquire,  and  to  hold  by  purchase,  lease,  devise,  grant,  or  gift,  such 
real  and  personal  property  and  effects,  and  all  such  portions  of  said  bat- 
tlefields or  roads  leading  thereto,  through  or  therefrom  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  convenient  to  promote  and  accomplish  the  objects  of  this  incor- 
poration ;  and  upon  the  grounds  thus  acquired,  and  upon  private 
grounds,  with  the  permission  of  the  owners  ;  to  enclose  and  take  fitting 
care  of  all  such  grounds  ;  to  keep  them  in  repair  and  preservation  ;  to 
construct  and  maintain  ways  and  roads  to  improve  and  ornament  said 
grounds  ;  and  to  erect  and  secure  the  erection,  by  the  Association,  and 
by  contributions  from  States,  Counties,  Corporations,  and  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  of  suitable  monuments  ;  and  the  Association,  for  the 
purposes  of  its  incorporation,  shall  have  authority  to  solicit  and  receive 
subscriptions  froui  the  National,  State,  County  and  City  governments, 
and  from  Corporations  and  individuals  ;  but  the  Company  is  not  to  buy 
lands  for  the  purpose  of  selling  them  to  the  government  at  an  increaseil 
price. 

4.  The  property  and  the  affairs  of  this  incorporation  shall  l>e  man- 
aged and  controlled  by  the  incorporators  hereinbefore  mentioned  and 
their  successors  ;  and  the  Association  is  authorized  to  fill  all  vacancies 
in  its  body  that  may  happen  from  death,  resignation,  failure  to  act  or 
otherwise,  so  that  the  number  of  said  members  of  this  Association  shall 
always  have  a  membership  of  at  least  twenty-nine  ;  and  in  this  body 
the  Counties  of  Orange,  Spotsylvania,  Stafford,  and  the  City  of  Freder- 
icksburg shall  always  be  represented  by  one  or  more  mejiibers  ;  and  a 
quorum  of  said  Association  shall  consist  of  fifteen  or  more  numbers  for 
the  transaction  of  business.

Wlierc-as  a  iiiovoiiiciit  has  been  put  on  fool  that  has  arounetl  j^reat 
interest  Ihroujjlioul  the  riiilcd  States  to  establish  a  National  Hattlefielda 
Memorial  Park  at  and  near  I'reilericksburK,  Va.,  embracing  tlie  territory 
upon  which  the  ^reat  battles  of  J'redericksbnrij,  Chancellorsville,  the 
Wilderness,  Spotsylvania  Coiiit  Housi-.  ;ind  the  ailjacent  ballUs  wen- 
fought ; and 

Whereas  this  section  of  Northern  Virginia  was  the  scene  of  four  of 
the  most  important  encounters  between  the  contending  armies  in  the 
civil  war  that  have  been  known  in  any  area  of  the  same  si/.e  in  the  world, 
and  that  on  these  liistoric  fields  more  men  were  killed  in  battle  than 
l""nj<lanil  has  lost,  in  killed,  in  all  her  wars  for  the  past  one  hundred 
years  ;  an<l 

Whereas  the  soldiers  who  fou^^ht  on  these  fielils  came  from  all  parts 
of  this  country,  and,  therefore,  every  State  should  be  interested  in  the 
l)reservalion  of  these  consecrated  grounds  ;  and 

Whereas  the  splendid  courage  and  dauntless  valor  of  the  nun  who 
were  engaged  on  both  sides  in  these  dread  conflicts  should  be  perpetu- 
ated and  maile  more  glorious  by  keeping  forever  sacred  the  soil  ujxju 
which  thev  sacrificed  their  lives,  thus,  too,  enabling  the  citizens  of  Ihc 
linion  to  better  realize  the  comprehensive  truth  utten-d  by  the  distin- 
guished martyred  Presiilent  of  the  United  States  on  the  field  of  Gettys- 
burg, when  he  said,  "That  we  here  highly  resolve  that  these  dead  shall 
not  have  died  in  vain,  that  the  Nation,  un<ler  God,  have  a  new  birth  of 
freedom,  and  that  government  of  tlie  people,  by  the  people  and  for  the 
people,  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth  ;"  and 

Whereas,  if  soldiers  ever  deserved  the  honor  and  memorial  of  a  bat- 
tlefields park,  where  their  deeds  of  valor  and  duty  can  be  forever  studied 
and  understood,  the  immortal  territory,  upon  which  history  has  placed 
its  everlasting  and  endearing  hand,  should  be  owned  by  the  Union  and 
kept  sacred  for  its  own  sake  and  for  the  sake  of  its  young  men,  whose 
honor  and  courage  are  its  uiighty  bulwarks  against  danger  and  v.rong  ; 
therefore,  be  it 

Rcsoh'cd,  by  the  House  of  Delegates  (the  Senate  concurring).  That 
the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  earnestly  uiemorialize  the  Senators 
and  Representatives  from  every  State  in  the  I'nion,  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  to  establish  the  proposed  battlefields  park  at  and  near 
Fredericksburg,  Va.,  including  the  aforesaid  battlefields,  and  connect 
them  by  proper  drive-ways,  and  thus  preserve  and  safeguard  the  great 
arena  upon  which  these  memorable  battles  were  fought,  with  a  courage 
and  fidelity  on  both  sides  unsurpassed  in  the  history  of  the  world. 

The  foregoing  was  agreed  to  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia, 
Februar)'  9th,  iSyS.

To  authorize  the  Unite<l  .States  Government  to  acquire  title  to,  and 
jurisiliction  over,  certain  lanils  in  the  counties  of  Stafford,  Spotsylvania 
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the  rnitcil  Si  iU->  .-mi  sa'ul  Inmls  atul  rf>n«lB  a"?  tlmt  all  civil  nml  criniiiir.l 
jirocess  issued  umlcr  Ihcaulhority  of  this  Stale  may  he  executed  thereon 
in  like  manner  as  if  this  net  lia<l  not  heen  jiassed  ;  and  upon  the  further 
express  conditions  that  tlie  State  sliall  retain  its  civil  anil  criminal  juris 
diction  over  i)ersons  and  citizens  in  said  ceded  territory  as  over  other 
j)ersons  and  citizens  in  this  Stale,  and  the  property  of  citizens  an<l  resi- 
•lents  thereon,  except  hinds  and  such  otlu-r  property  as  the  j^'eneral  gov- 
ernment may  desire  for  its  use  ;  and  that  tlie  projjerty  belonyfiuK  toper- 
sons  resi<linK  within  said  ceded  territory  shall  be  liable  to  State  ami 
County  taxes  the  same  as  if  they  resided  elsewhere,  and  that  citizens 
of  this  State  in  said  ceded  territory  shall  retain  all  rights  of  State  suf- 
frage and  citizensliip  ;  provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  in- 
terfere with  the  jurisfliction  of  the  Unite<l  States  over  any  matters  or 
subjects  set  out  in  the  act  of  Congress  establishing  said  park  or  parks 
when  the  same  is  passed,  or  with  any  laws,  rules  or  regulations  that  Con- 
e;ress  may  hereafter  adopt  for  the  preservation  of  protection  of  its  prop- 
erty and  rights  in  said  ceded  territory  ruid  the  jiroiier  maintenance  of 
good  order  therein. 

5.  Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Cjcneral  Assembly  of  Virginia,  That 
the  lands  which  may  be  acquired  under  this  act  and  all  improvements 
and  erections  thereon,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  are  hereby  exem}»ted 
from  all  taxes  imposed  by  this  State  or  by  the  Counties  of  Stafford. 
Spotsylvani  I  and  Orange  and  the  Corporation  of  Fredericksburg  sulong 
as  the  same  shall  be  lieM  and  used  by  the  United  States  or  under  its 
authority  for  the  uses  and  purposes  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  no 
longer. 

6,  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  imssage. 

MEMORIAL 

of    the  Iredericksburg  and  Adjacent  National  Eatllelields  Park  Associ- 
ation of  Virginia  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  0/  Representatives  of  the   i'nited  States: 

The  undersigned,  a  committee,  acting  under  and  in  pursuance  of 
directions  of  the  Fredericksburg  and  Adjacent  National  llattlefields 
Memorial  Park  Association  of  Virginia,  an  Association  chartered  Feb- 
ruary 1 2th,  1S98,  the  birthday  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  organized  Feb- 
ruary 22nd,  1898,  Georgi!  Washington's  birthday,  and  containing  more 
than  two  hundred  members  from  thirty-eight  States  of  the  Union,  and 
llie  District  of  Columbia,  most  respectfully,  but  earnestlj',  memoralize 
the  Congress  of  the  Ignited  States  to  establish  a  National  Battlefields 
Memorial  Park  at  and  near  I'redericksburg,  Virginia,  to  include  the 
battlefields  of  Fredericksburg,  Chancellorsville,  the  U  ilderness  and 
Spotsylvania  Court  House  and  adjacent  battle  jjrounds. 

Your  memorialists,  for  reasons  for  so  doing,  beg  leave  to  call  atten- 
tion to  these  facts  to  commend  the  movement  to  your  favorable  con- 
sideration : 

1.  This  Park  will  mark  the  four  greatest  batlK  fields  of  the  v.nr  from 
1861  to  1S65,  when  established. 

2.  Nearly  all  of  these  battles  wore  fought  in  thecount\-  of  Spot-.vl- 
vania  ;  small  parts  of  .Stafford  and  Orange  are,  however,  inchidcil  in  the 
groumls  sought  to  be  set  aside  and  dedicated. 
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nation's  j^Tcat lies';,  ami  the  olilivitm  of  all  Ir.icc  of  hale  yrowiil^f  <>  ><■  ••> 
the  nii^^hly  sirugj^U-  of  '6i-'65,  a  dfinonstralion  nowhere  else  belter 
possibW"  on  Ihe  planet  than  on  American  and  VirKinia  soil. 

Your  niemorialisls  would  call  attention  to  llie  fact  that  the  Lcnisla- 
lure  of  VirjLjinia  has  already  presented  to  your  honorable  bodies  a 
memorial  urging  the  estiiblislinienl  of  tliis  Tark,  and  Governor  Tyler,  of 
Virginia,  in  si>;ninjj  the  Charier  of  ihis  Association,  whose  representa- 
tives the  iKulersiKned  Committee  are,  use<l  apt  words  of  approval  and 
oomniendaticjn  of  the  pioposition  to  establish  this  firvai  Nation,  1 
.Memorial  Tark,  remarkmji  uinui  the  coinciilence  that  he  apjiroved  the 
.lit  on  the  anniversary  of  the  birthday  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  he  express- 
ed the  hope  that  the  Association,  which  the  Charter  incorjjoratcs.iniade 
up,  as  it  is,  of  eminent  citizens  from'  thirty-eight  States  of  the  I'sion, 
besides  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  embracing  soldiers  of  the  late  war 
from  Maine  to  Florida,  and  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  might  be 
successful  in  having  these  battlefields  set  aside  as  a  government  Park. 
These  four  great  battles,  were,  he  observed,  probably  taken  altogether, 
the  four  greatest  battles  of  the  civil  war,  as  the  two  cemeteries  of  Fred- 
ericksburg— National  and  Confederate —will  testify — the  Fredericksburg 
National  being  probably  the  largest  in  the  Union,  outside  of  Arlington. 

The  Governor  said  that  as  the  North  has  a  Park  at  Gettysburg  and 
the  South  and  West  one  at  Chickamauga,  it  seemed  to  hiru  eminently 
lilting  that  Virginia,  which  was  the  Flanders  of  the  war,  should  have  a 
Park,  and  that  no  where  during  the  civil  war  were  four  such  battles 
fought  in  an  area  of  less  than  twenty  miles  square. 

The  Governor  said  he  was  informed  that  the  acreage  to  be  included 
in  these  parks,  will  not  exceed  that  of  the  Chicamauga  Park,  and  that 
the  matter  is  in  worthy  hands,  the  resident  Corporators  being  citizens 
of  great  worth  and  integrity,  and  the  outside  Corporators  among  the 
most  eminent  agd  reputable  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  whole 
purpose  of  the  incorporation,  springs  from  patriotic  motives,  and  is  not 
inspired  by  land  speculation  or  money-making.

Your  Cfunnnllcc  \va»  i!in^re.sse<l  with  tlic  remark. iblt  slUe  of  preser- 
vation of  thf  various  lines  of  breastworks,  particularly  tliosc  surround- 
iiiK  tlw  JUoody  Aiijjle.  ami  many  evidences  of  tlic  s-injjuinary  conflicls 
\v!iich  took  i)lacc'  in  ami  around  I'ndericksbur;^  in  t?ie  !)attlfS  for  the 
prescrvatii'  >  of  the  I'nion. 

Your  Committee  paid  special  attcnli«jn  to  investiji^alin^  the  ori;iin  t>f 
the  Association  which  is  scekinj;  the  preservation,  as  a  National  park  or 
parks  of  certain  battlefields  around  Prcdericksbur;;,  and  the  restoration 
of  historic  laml  marks  within  the  area  proposeil  t  >  be  enjbratcd  in  their 
undertakini; ;  and.  without  hesitancy,  report  tliat  they  found  the  enter- 
prise to  be  absolutely  free  from  any  speculative  features,  and  to  have 
been  born,  fed,  and  fostered  by  the  -municipal  government  of  Fre<ler- 
icksburfj  itself,  wiih  the  aid  an<l  co-operation  of  the  leading  citizens  «.f 
the  locality,  who,  thougli  alive  to  the  advantages  whicli  success  would 
bring  by  reason  of  the  continual  stream  of  visitors  to  the  various  loca- 
tions, seemed  to  be  equally  imbued  with  the  patriotic  desire  of  preserv- 
ing, for  the  benefit  of  future  generations,  "  a  field  where  the  lessons  of 
]iatriotism  and  valor  displayed  in  the  late  war,  can  be  always  studied." 

Your  committee  wouhl  embody,  as  part  of  their  repori  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  Kncanipment,  the  following  extract  from  the  pamphlet, 
published  by  the  Battlefields  Park  Association,  as  embodying  the  his- 
tories which  would  be  preserved  by  carrying  out  the  designs  of  those 
who  have  undertaken  the  establishment  of  a  series  of  National  Parks 
along  the  route  covered  by    your  committee's  investigation  and  travel  : 

"  It  was  near  the  Falls  of  the  Rappahannock,  now  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Fredericksburg,  that  Capt.  John  Smith  anchored  his  little 
vessel  and  fought  the  Indians  ii'  iGoS,  and  performed  one  of  his  greatest 
exploits  on  this  Continent. 

"  Near  Fredericksburg  was  opened  the  first  iron  mine  ever  worked 
in  America,  from  the  products  of  which  were  made  the  cannon  balls  and 
cannon  that  served  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  in  their  battles  for  free- 
dom. 

"  Near  this  city,  also,  Virginia's  famous  Governor,  Spotswood,  who.sc 
name  is  still  green  in  the  annals  of  America,  had  his  home.  Near  Fred- 
ericksburg, also,  George  Washington  was  born,  and  in  that  city  spent 
his  boyhood  days  with  his  mother,  growing  into  the  man  who  was  to 
make  the  greatest  civil  and  military  record  in  history. 

••  From  that  historic  town  he  went  to  join  the  army  under  Hraddock, 
and  began  the  career  that  made  him  the  foremost  .American  of  all  times. 
It  was  in  that  city  that  his  mother  was  visited  by  Lafayette  and  olher 
famous  patriots  and  statesmen  ;  and  it  was  there,  too,  this  noble  woman 
died  and  was  buried.  That  venerable  city  appears,  therefore,  to  i>e 
closely  connected  with  the  revolutionary  and  pre-revolutionary  history 
of  this  country. 

"  Fredericksburg  is  the  mo.st  historic  spot  of  the  most  historic  State 
of  the  Union.  Almost  within  sight  of  its  towers  were  born  some  of  the 
f<\remost  and  greatest  men  of  the  country.  Washington,  I^Ionroe,  Jef- 
ferson, Madison,  and  Lee  were  all  from  the  section  of  the  country  in 
which  that  city  and  the  l)atllerKdds  name  I  are  sit  i  ate-  1.  In  \"ir-iiii.i  tlic- 
war  began  and  ended. 
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.•(  the  i>laiis  of  iJic  Af.r.ocinlion  ;  Ih.it  the  Ininls  arc  hcM  hy  the  ori;4inal 
owners  and  that  no  options  haye  Ijclmi  ^ivcn  or  any  speculative  values 
I>lace«l  upon  the  property,  hut,  on  the  contrary,  that  purchases  in  every 
instance  couhl  he  niatlc  fruni  the  owntrr.  upon  most  -rcasonahlc  ternis, 
at  prices  very  little  in  advance  of  the  j)r('senl  market  value  per  acre  of 
the  entire  i)lantations  of  wiiicli  they  form  a  part.  Further  than  this, 
your  Committee  were  assured  tliat  in  the  event  of  any  one  of  tlie  lauil 
owners  ohstruclin;,'  the  projjosed  movement  l»y  fixinj^  any  ficticious  or 
exorbitant  valuation  on  such  of  his  land  as  may  he  ilesired  for  the  i)ur- 
pose,  the  Le>;islature  of  the  Slate  would  aulhorizi'  comlemnation  pro- 
ceedings to  meet  the  special  cxiijency,  while  both  the  Slate,  municiixil, 
and  county  authorities  will  take  all  necessary  steps  for  necurinj^  abso- 
lute and  complete  soverei;^nty  and  jurisdiction  to  the  United  Slates  over 
all  the  property  brou;;ht  withiu  the  scope  of  these  operations. 

The  matters  of  detail  may  not  have  been  strictly  within  llic  pervicv/ 
of  the  work  delegated  to  your  Committee,  but  such  as  would  more  prop- 
erly receive  attention  at  the  hands  of  the  Government  in  the  event  of 
its  considering  aud  entering  into  the  plans  of  the  Association,  but  we 
felt  that  as  a  matter  of  interesting  information  it  would  be  well  lo  carry 
the  investigation  thus  far  and  report  fully  our  information  and  conclu- 
sions. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  and  as  a  result  of  the  investi- 
gation made  by  them,  lliey  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  .Army  of 
the  Republic,  whose  members  contributed  by  their  licroism  and  valor  to 
connect  their  names  and  lives  with  the  locality  already  famed  in  history 
as  the  boyhood  home  of  Washini^ton  ;  the  grave  of  IMary,  his  mother  ; 
the  house  in  which  Monroe  lived  ;  the  historical  Lacj'  House,  often 
visited  by  Washington,  where  Gen.  Burnside  had  his  headquarters  and 
where  President  Lincoln  sojourned  when  he  reviewed  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac  ;  the  Marye  House  and  Heights,  where  T.  F.  Meagher's  Irish 
Brigade  immortalized  itself  in  American  history,  should  not  only  lend 
its  influence  and  its  name  to  the  preservation  of  scenes  and  places  so 
sacred  and  dear  to  our  organization,  but  should  also  direct  the  attention 
of  the  government  of  our  country  to  the  opportunities  presented  in  the 
plans  of  the  Fredericksburg  Battlf  fields  Park  Association,  to  the  end 
that  the  scenes  and  memories  connected  alike  with  the  birth  of  the  Re- 
public and  the  war  which  prevented  it  from  being  rent  asunder  may  be 
jireserved  to  coming  generations  as  lasting  memorials  to  the  honor  of 
the  architects,  builders  and  preservers  of  this  "  land  of  the  free  aud 
home  of  the  brave." 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  recommend  to  the  Thirty-first  Na- 
tional Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolutions  : 

"  Resolved,  FMrst,  that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  views  with 
favor  the  movement  inaugurated  in  the  City  of  Fredericksburg,  Va.,  for 
the  establishment  of  the  battlefields  park,  in  commemoration  of  the 
patriotism  and  valor  of  the  American  soldiers  engaged  in  the  war  for 
the  preservation  of  the  Union. 

"  Resolved,  Second,  that  we  commend  to  the  favorable  con>idera- 
tion  of  the  K.xeculive  and  legislative  departments  of  the  National  Gov- 
ernment the  opportunities  presenteil  for  obtaining  control  of    these  ob- 
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into  i!i-tii!  with  the  surveyors  on  h;nrl  to  ru;i  tlie  li'.ics  .-nil  tike  the 
iiUMsnrcnifiils,  aii'l  scvcr.il  points  not  eniliracdl  in  the  estimate  of  the 
first  cotnuiittce  hclpcil  to  swell  the  total  acreu^e  now  propose. 1  to  Ijc  ac- 
quired hy  the  Governineiit.  It  is  the  juJ)(nie(it  of  y<»ur  nieuioralists 
tljut  no  part  of  the  acrcaj;e  whicii  is  now  rceosiinK-n<lcJ  that  the  (Gov- 
ernment shouIJ  acquire  for  the  j>urpose  niinie<I  eoiihl  he  well  <iispense<l 
with  ;  that  the  s.inie  can  he  purchascl  now  at  a  very  inoihr.ite  sum  i)er 
acre,  an. I  it  i»  t'»  the  advantajje  of  t!)C  (iuvernment  that  it  sliouhl  i)e  ac- 
(juire'l  at  this  lime  rather  than  to  ask  for  sunplementary  le^ish'.liou  in 
the  future  in  order  to  eml>race  the  ('.<iv<.-rnme!it  c<jntrol  of  all  the  land 
which  your  memoralists  think  desira!)le  to  perfect  the  work  in  this  re- 
gard, and  we  feel  convinced  that  should  it  be  the  plteasure  of  your  re- 
spective bo. lies  to  appoint  a  joint  conimittee  to  visit  the  locality  and  ex- 
amine the  proposed  lines,  they  would  at  once  concur  in  the  judgment 
we  have  formed. 

Your  memorialists  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  make  any  further 
presentation  of  the  reasons  which  appeal  to  patriotism  and  national 
pride  for  the  adoption  of  the  legislati<m  which  is  sought,  hut  rely  upon 
the  rejjrcsentations  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  Committee,  adopted  by  the  last  national  encampment  of  that 
organization,  and  made  a  part  of  this  memorial  ;  but,  in  presenting  the 
same,  they  are  constrained  to  say  that  in  their  judgment  no  proposition 
has  heretofore  been  presented  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
looking  to  the  preservation  of  the  memories  associated  with  the  scenes 
of  1.S61-1S65,  which  has  had  in  its  support  such  unanimity  of  sentiment 
and  desire  as  that  which  has  sprung  up  in  favor  of  the  measure  which 
your  memorialists  now  urge  shall  be  enacted  into  a  law  of  the  Unitt-d 
States.  Not  onl}-  in  Fre.lericksburg  an  i  the  adjacent  country;  not  con- 
fined to  the  limits  of  Virginia;  not  a  desire  only  upon  the  part  of  the 
veterans  who  battled  on  these  fields  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union, 
but  with  a  unanimity  in  favor  of  a  National  Memorial  which  could  not 
have  been  stronger  had  we  never  known  of  the  Blues  and  the  Grays, 
the  men  of  the  South,  as  well  as  of  the  North  who  were  participants  in 
the  great  National  struggle,  seek  at  the  hands  of  the  National  Legisla- 
ture the  preservation  of  these  fields,  whose  scenes  of  carnage  contributed 
so  greatly  to  the  name  which  the  United  States  of  America  bears  among 
the  nations  of  the  world  for  military  skill  and  valor. 

In  support  of  this  view  we  would  rt:fer  to  the  list  of  incorporators 
of  the  Association,  contained  in  the  acts  of  the  Virginia  Legislature, 
embracinc:,  as  it  does,  so  many  of  tlie  representative  veterans  of  both 
North  and  South  who,  by  accepting  the  positions  which  they  hold  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  Association,  give  evidence  that  its  estab- 
lishment promises  not  a  sectional,  but  a  grand  National  co-operation  in 
the  work  of  preserving  to  posterity  the  proud  heritage  which  the  Gov- 
ernment is  asked  to  perpetuate.

The  l-'rctlericksburg  ami  White  Oak  road,  from  the  North 
end  of  the  Fredericksburg  Bridge,  leading  by  the  Lacy  House  and  tlie 
Phillips  House  (where  Gen.  Burnside  had  his  htradcjuarters  during  his 
operations  at  l''redericksburg),  to  the  Kastern  boundary  line  of  the  I'hil- 
lips  House  Park. 

Third.  The  Fredericksburg  and  King  George  Court  House  road, 
commencing  at  the  North  end  of  the  Fredericksburg  Bridge  and  run- 
ning along  the  North  Bank  of  the  Rappahannock  River,  at  the  foot  of 
the  Washington  Heights  (where  the  Union  batteries  and  siege  guns  were 
located)  to  the  Southeast  boundary  line  of  the  Washington  Heights 
Park. 

Fourth.  The  I'almouth  and  Stafford  Court  House  road,  commencing 
at  the  North  end  of  the  Falmouth  Bridge,  over  the  Rappahannock  River 
and  running  by  Scotts  and  Rascals  hills,  in  Stafford,  (where  the  most  ef- 
fective guns  in  the  shelling  of  Fredericksburg  on  the  nth  of  December, 
1S62,  were  located),  to  a  short  distance  Rast  of  the  Lawson  House,  on 
said  road,  and  opposite  the  private  road  leading  to  Scotts  Hill. 

Fifth.  The  Warrenton  road,  from  the  North  end  of  the  said  I'al- 
mouth Bridge  to  where  the  Forge  road  leaves  it  at  the  foot  of  W.  V, 
Ficklen's  lot  on  the  edge  of  Falmouth. 

Sixth.  The  Forge  road,  from  where  it  intersects  the  Warrenton  road 
at  Falmouth,  thence  by  the  Hewitt  House  and  up  the  North  bank  of 
the  Rappahannock  by  Beck's  (now  Hunter's)  Island,  along  the  Stafford 
Heights,  where  Union  batteries  were  located,  to  the  old  forge  on  the 
Rappahannock  where  cannon  and  shells  were  manufactured  during  the 
Revolutionary  war. 

Seventh.  The  following  streets  and  roads  on  the  Western  border  of 
the  City  of  Fredericksburg  :  Hanover  street,  from  its  intersection  with 
Fair  street  to  its  intersection  with  Turnpike;  the  Turnpike  from  that  point 
to  its  junction  with  the  Plank  road,  in  Spotsylvania  County,  one  mile 
West  of  Fredericksburg  ;  F'air  street,  trom  Hanover  to  Mercer  ;  Mercer 
street,  from  Fair  street  to  the  Telegraph  road  at  the  foot  of  Marye's 
Hill  ;  Willis  street,  from  Mercer  to  the  National  Boulevard  ;  the  Na- 
tional Boulevard  from  Princess  Anne  street  to  the  National  Cemetery; 
the  Telegraph  road  from  the  National  Cemeter}^  gate  along  the  line  of 
the  old  Stonewall  to  Fair  street  ;  the  old  Sunken  road,  from  the  Tele- 
graph road  to  the  Plank  road  at  the  Corporation  line. 

ICighth.  The  F'redericksburg  and  Bowling  Green  road,  from  I'rcder- 
icksburg  to  its  junction  with  Mine  road  ;  thence  Mine  road,  running 
through  the  field  fought  over  by  Generals  Franklin  and  Stonewall  Jack- 
son on  the  13th  of  December,  1862,  to  its  junction  with  the  Plank  road, 
five  miles  West  of  Fredericksburg.

(c),  Be.ijiiininK  at  the  junction  of  the  River  roa*!"  leading  to  Kin.ij 
Oc-orK'-  Court  House  with  the  old  Scotts  I-'erry  mad  ;  thence  Houth 
twelve  decrees  I-'asl  twenty-two  chains  and  thirty  five  hundredths  of  a 
chain,  to  a  stake  ;  tlience  South  forty  five  degrees  twenty  minutes  West 
three  chainsand  sixty-three  hundredths  of  a  chain  to  a  stake  in  said  River 
road  ;  tbence  North  forty-one  degrees  thirty  minutes  West  six  chains 
and  two  hundredths  of  a  chain  to  a  stake  in  said  road  ;  thence  North

Beginning  at  a  stake  two  chains  and  fifty-five  hundredths  of  a 
chain  Southeast  of  the  Southeast  corner  of  Miss  Scott's  house  ;  thence 
South  thirty-nine  degrees  thirty  minutes  West  two  chains  and  ninety 
hundredths  of  a  chain  to  a  slake  ;  thence  South  forty-nine  degrees  East 
three  chains  and  ninety  hundredths  of  a  chain  to  a  stake;  thence  North

chain  to  a  stake;  thence  North  fifty-four  degrees  thirty  minutes  East 
two  chains  and  sixty-three  hundredths  of  a  chain  to  a  stake  ;  thence 
South  forty-three  degrees  thirty-five  minutes  East  six  chains  and  forty- 
five  hundredths  of  a  chain  to  a  stake  ;  thence  South  fifty-three  degrees

Beginning  at  a  cedar  stake  on  the  West  side  of  the  Orange  Tlank 
road  near  Lawrence  Boiling's  House;  tlience  North  seventy-seven  ile- 
grees  ten  minutes  West  fifty- nine  chains  and  eighty-five  huiidredths  of 
a  chain  to  a  marked  red  oak  on  a  private  road  ;  thence  North  thirty  de- 
grees thirty  minutes  West  eighty-two  chains  to  a  stake  near  James  Demp- 
sey's  gate  ;  thence  North  twenty-four  degress  forty  minutes  West  one 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  chains  and  eighty  hundredths  of  a  chain  to  a 
stake  ;  thence  North  eighty  degrees  East  one  hundred  ami  forty-five 
chains  to  a  walnut  tree  in  Jenuing's  field  ;  thence  South  ten  degrees  ten 
minutes  West  sixty-nine  chains  .ii'd  eighty-five  hundredths  of  a  chain 
to  a  walnut  tree  in  Lacy's  field  ;  thence  South  fifty  degrees  thirty  min- 
utes East  seventy  chains  and  seventy  hundredths  of  a  chain  to  a  st.ike 
in  Tanner's  field  ;  tlience  North  eighty-two  degrees  thirty  minutes  East 
sixty-one  chains  and  eighty  hundredths  of  a  chain  to  the  crossing  of  the 
Germania  Plank  road  and  the  Brock  road  ;  thence  South  three  degrees 
Jiast  fifty-two  chains  and  thirty  hundredths  of  a  chain  to  a  stake  ;  thence 
S'uth  twentysi.K  degrees  East  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  chains  and 
tliree  hundredths  of  a  chain  to  a  cedar  stake  on  the  Stevens  road  ;  thence 
North  seventy-seven  degrees  thirty  minutes  W'est  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  chains  and  forty  hundredths  of  a  chain  to  the  beginning  point,  em- 
bracing the  battlefield  of  the  Wilderness,  in  Spotsylvania  and  Orange 
Counties,  which  battle  was  fought  on  the  5th  and  6th  of  May,  1864,  by 
the  Union  f(»rces  under  General  Grant  and  the  Confederate  forces  under 
General  l^ec,  and  containing  three  thousand  eight  humircd  and  seventy- 
nine  acres,  three  roods  and  twenty-five  poles. 

(1).  Beginning  at  the  Sedgwick  monument  on  the  Brock  road  ;  thence 
South  seven  degrees  East  twenty-six  chains  and  thirty-five  hun<lredths 
of  a  chain  to  a  stake  at  the  fork  of  the  Block  house  and  Brock  loads  ; 
thence  Soiiih  sixty-six  degrees  thirty  minutes  t^ast  forty-four  chains  and 
ten  hundredths  of  a  chain  toa  stake  on  South  side  of  Brock  road  ;  theuce 
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vii.ii.  The  said  Coniiiiissioncrs  ami  Secretary  shall  have  an  oflicc  in  the 
War  Department  IniiKlin;,'  and  while  on  actual  duty  shall  be  paid  such 
compensation  out  of  the  appropriation  proviilcd-  in  this  Act  as  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  shall  deem  reasonable  and  just. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comniissioners  named  in  the 
l^receding  section,  under  tlie  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  cause 
and  superintend  the  openinjj:  and  improvinj<  of  such  roads  as  may  be 
necessary  to  the  purposes  of  the  park  and  the  repair  and  improvement 
of  the  public  roads  leading  to  the  s-anie,  and  to  ascertain  and  definitely 
mark  the  lines  of  battle  of  all  the  troops  enga.rjed  in  the  battles  of  Fred- 
ericksbuag.  Salem  Church,  Chancellorsville,  the  WiMerness,  and  those 
about  Spotsylvania  Court  House,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  fall  within  the 
lines  of  the  park,  as  defined  in  the  previous  sections  of  this  Act;  and  for 
the  purpose  of  assisting  them  in  their  duties,  and  in  ascertaining  these 
lines,  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  have  authority  to  employ,  at  such  c<jm- 
pensation  as  he  may  deem  rea.sonable  and  just,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
appropriation  made  by  this  Act,  some  person  recognized  as  well  inform- 
ed in  regard  to  the  details  of  said  battles,  and  who  shall  have  actively 
participated  in  one  or  more  of  them ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  through  the 
Commissioners  and  their  assistant  in  historical  work,  if  such  assistant 
shall  be  employed,  and  under  the  .\ct  approved  August  ist,  i8S8,  regu- 
lating the  condeinnation  of  land  for  public  uses,  to  proceed  with  the 
preliminary  work  of  establishing  the  park  and  its  approaches,  as  the 
same  are  defined  in  this  Act,  and  the  expenses  thus  incurred  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  appropriation  provided  by  this  Act. 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners, acting  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  ascertain  and  substantially 
mark  the  locations  of  the  regular  troops.  Infantry, Cavalry ,and  Artillery, 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  park,  and  to  erect  monuments  upon  those 
positions  as  Congress  may  provide  the  necessary  appropriations  ;  a:id 
the  Secretary  of  War,  in  the  same  way,  may  ascertain  ami  mark  all  lines 
of  battle  within  the  boundaries  of  the  park,  and  erect  plain  and  sub- 
stantial historical  tablets  at  such  points  in  the  vicinity  of  the  park  and 
its  approaches  as  he  may  deem  fitting  and  necessary- to  clearly  designate 
the  positions  and  movements  of  the  troops  of  the  contending  armies 
which,  although  without  the  limits  of  the  park,  were  directly  connected 
with  the  battles  mentioned  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  authorities  of  any  State  hav- 
ing troops  engaged  in  any  of  the  battles  mentioned  in  this  Act,  and  for 
the  officers  or  any  of  the  authorized  agents  of  the  Fredericksburg  and 
Adjacent  National  Battlefields  Memorial  Park  Association  of  Virginia,  a 
corporation  chartered  under  the  laws  of  Virginia,  to  enter  upon  the 
lands  aTid  approaches  of  the  Fredericksburg  and  Adjacent  National  Bat- 
tlefields Memorial  Park  for  the  purpo.se  of  ascertaining  and  marking  the 
lines  of  battle  of  troops  engaged  therein  :  Provided,  That  before  any 
such  lines  are  permanently  designated  the  position  of  the  lines  and  the 
proposed  methods  of  marking  them  by  monuments,  tablets,  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  shall  first  receive 
the  written  approval  of  the  Secretary,  which  approval  shall  be  based 
upon  formal  written  reports  which  must   be  made  to  him  in  each    case 
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dcall  witli  the  carlliworks  of  the  (liU'cient  fields,  stron)^ly  rctoiiiineii'l 
the  conversion  of  tlitin  into  one  j^ratid  National  Memorial  Park.  And 
why  should  they  not  so  report,  and  why  should  not  Congress  open  said 
Park?  Pive  of  the  most  important  encounters  hetween  the  f^reat  armies 
occurreil  at  and  near  I'redericksbur^,  and  within  a  radius  of  ten  miles 
in  Spotsylvania  county,  in  which  I'redericksburg  is  located,  more  of 
war's  terrible  conflicts  are  recorded  than  have  been  known  on  any  area 
of  the  same  size  in  the  world.  On  these  fields  more  men  were  killed  in 
battle  than  Englau<l  has  lost  in  all  her  wars  for  the  past  century.  The 
battles  of  Fre<lericksburg,  Salem  Church,  Chancellorsville,  Wilderness 
and  Spotsylvania  Courthouse,  present  a  war  record  unparalleled  in  tragic 
history. 

The  actural  compass  of  these  battlefields  shown  on  the  military 
and  included  in  the  park  survey  is  about  eight  thousand  acres,  and 
yet  upon  this  small  area  nearly  five  hundred  thousand  men  were  at 
different  times  engaged  in  a  struggle  that  deluged  this  historic  spot  with 
blood,  and  probably  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  men  were 
killed,  wounded  and  missing  in  these  memorable  coutlicts.  And  the 
soldiers  who  fought  on  these  fields  came  from  all  parts  of  the  Country 
and  every  State,  North  and  South,  was  represented  in  these  bloody 
battles  by  valiant  sons  who  now  repose  in  honored  graves  in  the  beauti- 
ful National  Cemetery  which  stands  proudly  on  "Maryes  Heights" 
overlooking  the  famous  Rappahannock  Valley,  and  whose  Norih  wall 
forms  the  South  line  of  the  park  on  the  Fredericksburg  batilefield,  or 
within  the  Confederate  Cemetery  within  the  city  of  Fredericksburg. 
Every  State  has,  therefore,  a  varied  proprietary  interest  in  the  preserva- 
tion and  care  of  these  consecrated  grounds.  In  addition  to  the  per- 
petuation of  patriotic  sentiments  by  honoring  their  dead  heroes,  "  the 
strategy  devised  and  the  tactics  employed  by  both  sides  of  the  con- 
troversy may  be  clearly  shown  and  studied  ;"  the  territory  to  be  in- 
cluded in  the  park  "would  prove  especially  interesting  to  military 
students,  as  well  as  all  others,  who  have  read  in  the  past,  or  may  read 
in  the  future,  the  graphic  accounts  of  the  struggle  for  victory"  upon 
this  historic  locality,  and  the  people  of  a  United  Nation  would  feel  as 
if  this  spot  were  doubly  consecrated  and  sacred  because  in  its  bosom 
rest  the  remains  of  many  thousands  of  brave  American  soldiers  who 
died  in  the  performance  of  a  soldier's  duty.
